- ouſly of/ the City, very affeQionately of the mofi confiderable part of it 3- when his anſwer's 
read (an anſwer I muſt tell;you, worth another manner of debate) Strangers. are- atmirted to 
make biftcr inveive Speeches againſt it, and the King that (ent it Whilſt no honeſt Citizen, 
who have only right to ſpeak, here, durſi [peak his Conſcience for fear of having his Throat cur 
as he went home. Think (Gentlemen) what an encouragement we have given'His Majclly to 
Treat and Correſpond with us, whilſt he is thus uſed : I am far -from undervaluing both, -or ci« 
ther Houſe of Parliament, I have. been often a Member of the Houſe of Commons, and know 
well my duty to'it : but though their Priviledges are infinitely grown and<nlarged fince that 
time, I hope they have not ſwallowed up all other: mens 3 though they arei the great: Council 
and Court.ot the Kingdom, - yet there are other Councils and Courts too, what'do-we elle hexe? 
And though they havea great liberty of Language within their- own Walls, I never heard that 
they might ſpeak what they lit in other places. In my time when there was ary occalign to uſe 
| the City, as. often there was, the Lord: Mayor, or Aldermeny- or {ome truſted by them. wete' 
ſent for to attend either Houſe; but for Members of either or bath Houfes te come hither, and 
be preſent at Our Councils, and govern here by Priviledg of Parliament, was never heard of 
'tillof; late ; you will ſay tis a great honour to us, that thoſe: Worthies take the pains" to:come to 
- us, when they might{end for-us,- it may be art honour too great for us to. bear: and truly Lbe- 
lieve it hath been to chargeable to us,that we ought not tobe ambitious of ſuch honour, | Mr. Pym 
(who hath becn a very coſtly Orator to us) told us (and his Speech is ſince Primed for ous honour'

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too,to ſhew how taine a people we are)that there were many things in that anſwer of great aſper-. 
fion upon the proceedings of Parliament, and fo forth.. Truly I know no ſuch thing, if we 
Petitioned for Peace, we were to expet His Majeſty would tell us by what. means that Peace 
came to be diſturbed, and then preſcribe us a means for our reparation. © It ahy mans guilt hath 
made himſelf concerned init, though he be not named, heis his own Acculer. 

He told us that there was no occaſion given by any Tamults which might juſtly cauſe His 
Majeſties departure, and this he ſaid was the opinion of both Houſes, and his proof was, becauſe 
His Majefly came into the City without a Guard, and Dined at the Sheriffs next day_aftcr his 
coming to the Houſe of Commons, and returned back again to Wbite- Hall, where he ſtayed fome 
days. 'Iam willing to believe both Houſes as far as I am able, and it they had declared that it 


- had been lawful to beat the King out of Town, 1 muſt have fate fill with wonder, but when 


they declare tous matter of Fat, which is equally within our own knowledg, and wherein we 
cannot be deceived, they muſt pardon me it h difter from them, It they ſhould declare, that 
they have paid us all the Mony they owe us, or that there is nv Crols Randing in Cheapſide, could 
we believe them * Why, Gentlemen, neither of theſe is better known tv us, than that there 
were ſuch Tumults at I/eſtmin(er, as might very well make the King think hiraſe}t in danger, 


We all well remember what excellent company flocked by White- Hall every day, for a week be- - 


forethe King went to the Houſe of Commons, and for His coming to the Guild- Hall the nexe 
day, when he did us ſo much honour, to vouchſate us ſo ggrticular fatisfation, and came with- 
out a Guard, to ſhew how much He truſted in our Duty and AﬀeQtion. * (I pray God the de- 
cciving that, Truſt may never riſe in Judgment againſt this City) 'we too well remember the rude 
carriage of many people to Him, as He went tothe Sheriffs to Dinner, which was not ſo much 
as reprchended by any Officer 3 and we all know what paſſed the night following, when an A- 


| larm was given, that there was an attempt from Jhite- Hall upon the City, and fo all men put 


into ſudden Arnis, and if by the great induſiry and dexterity of our good Lord Mayor, 
( Sir Richard Gurney) that Hubbub had rot been appeaſed, God knows what might have follow- 
cd, it you will belive ſome men, they will tell you the Delign of thoſe, who gave that Alarm, 
was no leſs than to pull down White-Hall. There is no queſtion but there was cauſe enough for 


_ *His Majeſty to remove from Fhite- Hall, and how quietly he fiayed 'after at Hampton-' owrt, and 


at Windſor, cannot be forgotten, not to ſpeak of the Army by Land and Water, which accom-

His Majeſty ſeems to be ſenſible that the Government of this City is now ſubmitted to the 
Arbitrary Power of a few deſperate perſons, to which this Gentleman gave us this Teſtimony 


from both Houſes, that we had in moſt of the great occafions, concerning the Government of 
the City, tollowed their dire&ion ; Troth Gentlemen, would'they had turnithed us wich a bet 


ter Anſwer. Have we our Charter by the Grace and Favour of the two Houſes, or by the ' 


Goodneſs of the King? Have we thoſe Priviledges with Foraign Princes, by which mary here 
hage gotten ſuch Eſtates, by the power of the Houſes, or by the ProteQion of the King ? Why 
ſhould we then govern the City by direction of both Houſes ? I am not willing to ſpeak flightly 
of any perſons gotten into Authority, only we may ſay, there be fome amongſt us we did not 
think"two years ago to have met here, and yct we were wont to ſee an Alderman coming a do- 
zcn year off. I cannot tell what you mean by Arbitrary power, but I am ſure we are governed 
by nothing we were uſed to be governed by. I have been Lord Mayor my felt, in apleaſanter 
time than this, and "ſhould have ſome ſhare ſtill in the' Government 3 before God, I have no 
more Authority in the City, than a Porter, not ſo much as an Aldermanbury Porter. If to 
be Governed by Pecple whoſe Authority we know not, and by Rules which no body ever 
heard of, or can know, be a ſign of Arbitrary Power, we have as much of it, as heart can 
wiſh. - , ; 

To the Kings charge of our Contributing for the maintenance of the Army which had given 
Him Battel, we were told that diverſe praGtices were made- againft the Parliament before they 
made any preparation for their defence, | By praQiices I think they mean Fears and Jealoulies, 
for all the particulars mentioned by Him, we know, and are underſtood by all the Boys in the 
fireet;z but we are ſure there were Ten thouſand men Raiſed and Armed out of this Town, and 
the Neighbour Counties, before the King had ſeven hundred. To the danger that the Kings 
Perſon was in (at the thought whereof every honeſt heaxt trembles) the Gentleman told us they 
were ſorry for it, I'dare not tell you what I think their ſorrow was, But ( Maſters) it you knew 
how much your Eſtates and Being depends upon the life and fafety of our good King, you would 
no ſooner apprehend Him in-danger, than you would run to His reſcue, as you would fly from 
the Plague and Beggery. But that reproach of maintaining the Kings Children here, I con- 
feſs made my heart riſe, I hope it did ſo to many here : Is our good King fallen fo low, that 
His Children muſt be kept for Him ?/ it is worth our enquiry who brought Him to that conditi- 
on. We hear Him complain that all his own Revenue is ſeized and taken from Him Is not His 
Exchequer, Court of Wards, Mint here, his Cxflomy too are worth ſormwhat, and are His Chil- 
dren keptupon Alms ? How ſhall we and our Children proſper if this be not retnedied ? 

They will by no means endure that His Majeſty be obeyed in the apprefienfion of the Lord 


' Mayor, and the other three Gentlemen, for it is the ſenſe of both Houſes that this demand 
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is againſt_ the Priviledg of Parliament, and mott diſhonourible to che City. For the firſt 1 
dare not ſpeak my mind, though I muſt confeſs my (elf not able to anſwer 'the Kings rea-

ſons in many of His Declarations upon that point 3 but for the ſecond, (under the favour of 


both. Houſes) whether it be diſhonourable for the City, whether it be fit be done or no, we are 
thebeſt, indeed we are the only Judges. I will take the liberty to ſpeak freely my Conſcience in 
this Caſe, as a friend to Juſtice, as a lover of theſe men, and as a Servant to the City, and as all 


, theſe Iproteſt to God, it I were now Lord Mayor, and the other three were my Fathers, and 


my Brothers, I would ſatisfie the King in this point, Did His Majeſty ask to have them put to 
death meerly upon His Accuſation,, or have them ſent bound hand and foot to Oxford, where it 
might be in his power to procced againſi them in an extraordinary way, it might ſeem unreaſo- 
nable: but to apprehend them to keep them in ſafe cuſtody, that His Majeſty may proceed a> 
gaivſt them according to the known Laws, under which they were born and bred, where it 
guilty, they mutt be left to the Juſticc of the Law, and His Majeltics mercy, if innocent will re- 
ccive an honouzable acquittal, ſeems tome fo juſt in the King to ask, and ſo neceffary for us to | 
yield to, that the denying it implies a doubt in us of the Innocence of thoſe whom we will not 
ſubmit to Juſtice, Here is a way to find out the Kings Evil Counſellors ! If theſetmen do their 
part like men of good Conſciences, ſubmit tothe Tryal of the Law, which is the only Judg of 
Guilt and Innocence, and are found clear from that heavy charge His Majeſty-accuſes them of, 
how glorioufly will theſe men live hereafter, and the King cannot retule to deliver thoſe up-who 
have wickedly conſpired the deftruQtion of honeſt men, but it we ſhallonly cry out that the King is 
milinformed, and dare not truſt our ſelves upon a Tryal,; we may preſerve our ſafety, but we ſhall 
lofe our reputation : Thus much for Jultice,for the Gentlemens ſakes now : This way you'ſee,a way 
to honour and ſafety toof there be innocence 3 but do you think after a months longer enduring 
the miſcries whichare now upon us, men will not more importunately and impatiently enquire 
after the cauſes of their ſufferings, it they ſhall find that the denyal to give up four men (who it 
may be arenot of any known merit too) to be Trycd by the Law,being accuſed of High Treaſon, 
and conſpiring to take away the Kings life, incenfed our Gracious King againlt us,. and kept 
him from being amongſt us, whereby our Trade decays, and ſuch violences and outrages arc cvery 
day committed ;Ifay, can any four men bear the burthen of this envy and malice ? Will not ſome 
ſtout bold perſons, incenſed and made deſperate by their, 'and the common ſufferings, tear thele 
men in pieces? We have been all young men and Apprentices, let us remember the ſpirit was 
then amongſt us-z would we have ſuffered all our hopes to have been blaſted, and deſtroyed hy any 
four, 'or fourteen men? -Let us not flatter our ſelves, there isthe ſame courage ſtill in the City, 
whichat ſome time will break out to the ruine of more than theſe men 3 but I thank that Worthy 
that told us, that it is againſt the Rules of Juſtice, that any men ſhould be impriſoned upon a 
general Charge, when no particulars aic pruved ainft them z How inſenſibly in other mens 


- caſes do we accuſe our felves z why, how many of us within theſe fix months have becn com- 


mitted upon a general Charge? How many perſons of Honor and Reputation are now impri- 
foned in this Town, when particulars are fo far from being proved againſt them, that they are 
not ſo much as ſuggeſted, Was ever any Charge fo general as to bea Malignant or Cavalier? yet 
you hear all ſuch 1mpriſonments are againſt the Rules of Juſtice > my opinion is, "that for Juſtice 
ſake, for the Cities ſake, for their own fakes, theſe four men ſhould quietly ſubmit themſelves to 
the Tryal of the Law; if they refuſe, that they be delivercd up to the hands of Juſtice. 

Mr. Pym told us, there was no proof that my Lord Mayor, and the other perfons named, were 
countenancers of Browniſts, Anabaptiſts, and other Seqaries. Where ſhould this proof be made ? 
Do we not all know this to be true ; are they not'allſo much cotintenanced, as there is no coun- 
tenance left for any body clſc ? Did not my Lord Mayor firſt enter upon his Office with a Speech 
againſt the Book of Common: Prayer ? hath the Common: Prayer ever been. read before him ? hath 
not Captain Ven ſaid that his Wife could make Prayers worth three of any in that Book? Oh 
( Maſters) there have been times that he that ſhould ſpeak againfi the Book of Commor- Prayer 
in this City, ſhould not have been put to the patience of a legal Tryal. , We were wont to look 
upon it as the greateſt Treaſure and Jewel of our Religion, and he that ſhould have told us he 
wiſhed well to our Religion, and yet would cake away the Book of Common- Prayer, would never 
have gotten ctedit. 'T have been in all the parts of Chriſtendom, and have converſcd with Chri- 
ftians in Twrky. 'Why, in all the Reformed Churches there is'not any thing of more reverence than. 
the Engliſh Liturgy, not our Royal Exchange, or the name of Q. Elizabeth, fo famous.” In Gene- 
v4 it ſclt T have heard it extolled to the Skies. I have been three months together by Sea, not 
a day without hearing it read twice. The honefi Marriners then deſpiſed all che world but the 
King and the Common-Prayer Book 3 he that ſhould have been ſuſpeRed to wiſh ill tocither of 
them, would have made an ill Voyage. And let me tell you, they are ſhrewd youths thoſe Sea- 
men, if they once diſcern that the peaſon of the King is in danger, os the trne Proteſtant 
profefſed Religion , they 'will ſhew themſclves mad bodies before you are aware of it; I 
would not be a Browniſt oran Anabaptilt in their way for —— But. we are told of an Army of 
Papiſts who will root out our Religion 3 for my part, I am ſure I am not ſuſpected for any affeci- 
on to Papiſts, yet I contels at this time, I have not the leaft fear of danger from them, and the 
truth is, the Bugbear is' grown les terrible to every body. We know from the beginning of this 
Parliament, the diſcovery of Plots by the- Papiſts, and- what thoſe difcoverics have coſt us, 
and yet to this day not the leaft probable Charge objzcQRed againfi them, | When the King 
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wasnt Tork, no diſcourſe here, but of the Papiſts being there 'in multitudes; when it is well © 


known, 'His Majeſty took all poſſible care to prevent the reſort of any Papilt to the Court z and L 
have been aſſured by very honeſt men, that wa month; there was ſcarce the Face of one Papift 
there. When he hiſt raiſed his Army, did tk not by Proclamation forbid any to cometo him? 
———But hark yon Gentlemen, where, wouldyou have theſe Papiſis be ? "can they live in the Air, 
or in the Water ? Beyond Sea you will not fuffer them to pals 3 it they ſtay at their Houles they 
arePlundeted, 'tis good Juſtification for Flundering, that they are Papiſis, Are they not the 
Kings Subje&s, ang ſhoald they not fly to Him for proteQtion ? Ts there any Law thatfays the 
Papilts muſt not affiſt the King with Mcn,Arms or Mony, when he is in diſtreſs, and when he con- 
ccive#Himſclt to be in dangeriof His life ? Let us look about us,if this world hold,net only-aH the 
Papiſts, but all the Gentlemen of England will hnd it neccflary- to carry all they: have to the 
King, and venture it in that bottom. . | ; | ; 
But both Houſes have declared that there has been noPlundering by the direQion of Partias 
ment. Here1 thiok they would be willing tb admit the; King to be a part of the Pazliament to 
ſave their honour, otherwilc it Plundering Ggnities the comiog-with violence into ones houſe; 
and taking away his Goods without his bn. +23 ſure thete has been much Plundering, even 
by»the dircQtiou of the Houſes 3 but have they ever puniſhed Plundering in the worli ſort, it they 
have not dixeed it? Will a Declaration of both Houſes repair the tine Wainſcgts, and the good- 
ly Leads of honeſt George Bynions houſe ? Letrme tell you, the timezhath been the loſs of fuch a 
Citizen would have been talked of in another way ——1 wonder what kind of Government is 
preparing for us, when they will not allow chat the. impriſonment of our perſon.is the taki 
away ourLiberty, or the taking away the twentieth part of ouxEftates, is the deſtruQtion of our 
Property 3 and did you mark what a notable xeafon was given for this 3 the fame Law that:doth 
enable them ro Raiſe Force, doth likewiſe enable them to xequire Contributions, It doth indeed 3 
yet one might be without the other; but I would theſe Gentlemen had choſe another Auditory 
to have convinced with this Argument 3 the Country people will be no: moxe couzened by the 
City, when they hear what kind of Oratory prevails over us.

Gentlemen, I have troubled you vcry long, but in good-Faith, the manner and the matter of 
the lalt days-work, hath lain (o heavy upon my heart, «that Lſhould have thought I had fortcited 
this Gown, and this Chain if I had been filent 3, and that I had betrayed the Liberty of that fa- 
' mous City, which I am ſworn to defend. One'word I had forgotten to mention, the caution 
which was given us of ſuch Meſſengers as His Majeſty ſhould fend, that we ſhould obſerve them, 
that they might bedealt with as Mcflengers -of Sedition. God forbid we ſhould live to (ee any 
Mefengers {ent to us from. our Gracious King evilly entreated, I would be loath my elf to out- 
live ſuch a diſhonour. Jt His Majclty ſhall vouchſafe us the Honour to'ſend torus, let us uſe and 
defend His Servants, as Perſons ſent to us fox our good 3 if it ſhall be otherwiſe, Fire from 
Heaven will conſume this City. Letus not be wrought upon by fair words, to Contribute or 
Lend more mony for the maintenance of this Civil, Bloody difſention, or bring deſolation and
